As the investigation progressed, members ofMPD's Homicide Branch conducted a formal interview of W- 1 . 
During the interview, W-l stated that IT was located in the 100 block of Chicago St., S.E. when IT observed 
a verbal argument between a subject known to IT as "Shep" and the eventual decedent, during which IT 
heard "Shep" tell the decedent, "1*11 bust your head." After "Shep" and the decedent had been separated, W- 
I observed "Shep" starting to walk back towards the decedent. W-l said that IT heard D-l say, "I'll bust 
your motherfucking head." W-] said that IT then observed "Shep" pull an object from his waistband and 
point the object at the decedent . W-l heard a gunshot and saw sparks coming from the object. W-l said 
that the decedent fell to the ground and IT observed blood flowing from the face of the decedent. W-l said 
thai IT observed "Shep" walk to his white-colored work truck and speed away from the scene. W- 1 said that 
when "Shep" drove away, he was wearing a red shirt, though IT believed the hat he was wearing was tan- 
colored. 

W-I was shown a single confirmation photo and positively identified D-l , William Shepherd, as the person 
that IT knows as "Shep" and that IT saw shoot the decedent. 

D-l was placed under arrest and transported to the Homicide Branch for processing.
